Council launches new service 
to help drug and alcohol users 


SOMERSET County Council has announced the 
launch of a new three-pronged Somerset Drug and Al¬ 
cohol Service (SDAS). 

Three agencies will be working together to help peo¬ 
ple to stop using drugs and alcohol before their prob¬ 
lems worsen, and get those with the most serious 
issues through treatment that will help them stop and 
move on with their lives. 

Crime Reduction Initiatives, together with their part¬ 
ners Addiction Recovery Agency, will provide early 
intervention, first contact and outreach to prevent peo¬ 
ple’s problems worsening. 

Turning Point will build on their track record in 
Somerset to deliver new drug and alcohol treatment 
that helps people to establish drug and alcohol free 
lives, and Developing Health and Independence will 
provide housing related support as part of the service, 
giving homeless drug and alcohol users accommoda¬ 
tion options as well as specialist housing advice and 
guidance. 

Some of the new features of the service are: 

• A point of contact to give fast access to speak to 
someone about drug and alcohol use 

• A health and wellbeing bus which will provide serv¬ 
ices to people in more rural areas 

• A new “recovery hub” in Minehead providing bet¬ 


ter access to support and treatment for residents in 
West Somerset 

• Employment, training and education advice as part 
of the service to help people get back to work. 

SDAS is part of Somerset Drug and Alcohol Part¬ 
nership’s wider approach to tackling drug and alcohol 
issues in the county. It is a partnership of Somerset 
County Council, Somerset Clinical Commissioning 
Group, Avon and Somerset Police and Avon and Som¬ 
erset Probation. The contracts for the new service are 
issued by Somerset County Council. 

Councillor Christine Lawrence, chairman of the 
Somerset Health and Wellbeing Board at Somerset 
County Council, said: “Drug and alcohol misuse un¬ 
dermines our family and community life. It adds to 
antisocial behaviour, crime, domestic violence and 
family breakdown. 

“We are committed to working with our partners to 
provide swift professional help and support for those 
who need it, and ensuring that Somerset is a safe and 
healthy place for everyone to live in.”

County council approves funding 
for 80 road improvment schemes 


SOMERSET County Council has approved 
funding for a £2.2million transport plan to im¬ 
prove highways and road safety across the 
county. 

More than 80 new projects have been put for¬ 
ward as part of the county council’s annual 
Small Improvement Schemes (SiS) pro¬ 
gramme. These include pedestrian crossings, 
cycle paths, reductions in speed limits, foot¬ 
path improvements and traffic calming. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for Highways, said: 
“We are committed to improving and develop¬ 
ing the road network in Somerset but face 
many challenges with our highways budget 
under increasing pressure. 

“The SiS programme has been a tremendous 
success in recent years and proves that rela¬ 
tively small schemes driven by local knowl¬ 
edge can make a big difference. 

“Our engineers will now examine the latest 
list of submissions to assess for their feasibil¬ 
ity, before working closely with local commu¬ 
nities to draw up detailed individual plans.”

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Councillor's concerns over parking tickets 


SOMERSET county councillor for Ilmin- 
ster Linda Vijeh has expressed concerns 
about the issuing of parking tickets in the 
town over the recent Bank Holiday week¬ 
end. 

Councillor Vijeh has written to the Som¬ 
erset Parking Enquiries department over 
concerns that the county’s parking en¬ 
forcement officer was “acting outside the 
usual remit” during the Bank Holiday by 
issuing tickets to cars parked on street, de¬ 


spite signs not mentioning the need to pur¬ 
chase tickets on Bank Holiday Mondays. 

She wrote: “I have been carrying our 
some investigation and believe that the 
parking enforcement officer may have 
been acting outside the usual remit, and 
that those affected may therefore have 
cause for formal complaint against you. 

“My reasons for this are as follows - in 
West Street car park and others within 
Ilminster it says quite clearly that parking 


tickets must be paid for on Bank Holiday 
Mondays. However, with regard to the on¬ 
street parking, the signs say no such thing. 

“Given that the general public may ex¬ 
pect bank holidays to be treated as sun- 
days, and that this is reinforced by the 
absence of such services as waste collec¬ 
tion and postal deliveries, I believe that 
they are therefore entited to believe that 
Bank Holiday Mondays would be exempt 
from parking enforcement restriction, as 


the signs within the town for on-street 
parking do not in any way indicate that 
payment is due.” 

Councillor Vijeh included photos of 
both signs in the car parks and on-street 
to demonstrate the difference, adding: “I 
will be recommending as forcefully as I 
can that that those who have paid their 
tickets should apply for refunds or take 
legal action against you.”

PCSO speaks at Chard Business Fair meeting 


POLICE Community Support Office Julie Middlewitch 
was guest speaker at a recent meeting of Chard Business 
Fair, held at the Gallery Cafe Bistro. 

Former mayor Councillor Cathie Morrison was full of 
praise for the work that PCSO Middlewitch had carried out 
within the local community since moving to Chard from 
Taunton 16 months ago, and had invited her along to meet 
everyone. 

In her talk to the local business community, the officer 
was keen to demonstrate the real community feel that ex¬ 
isted within the town. She felt that PCSOs had a vital part 
to play in reaching out the community, and enabling a 
prompt response to minor incidents through the direct 
radio phone communication provided to businesses. 

She recognised that one of the key problems facing all 
towns was the high level of unemployment, and the impact 
that a lack of income could have on the behaviour of those 
with dependency issues, such as drugs and alcohol. 

County councillor and local businesswoman, Linda 
Vijeh, who supports Chard Business Fair’s activities with 


monthly skills workshops, pointed out that with decreased 
funding levels there was no longer the support in place for 
assisting those who were having problems due to such de¬ 
pendency issues, with the burden falling on organisations 
such as Samaritans, and the local police. 

The PCSO reiterated that public expectations were high 
and that she and her colleagues were now the first port of 
call for many issues. One solution that she had been putting 
into place with colleagues was to increase access to 
schools, particularly infant and junior schools, with a view 
to building up a long term relationship of mutual trust. 

During the meeting, plans were discussed in relation to 
holding a public community event to bring everyone to¬ 
gether, in much the same way as happened during the ju¬ 
bilee year. 

The next Business Fair meeting will be held at Horns- 
bury Mill on Wednesday, May 21st and all local companies 
are invited to attend this opportunity for networking and 
to exchange ideas to help make Chard a better business 
community.

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Concerts in the West: 
The Ayoama Duo 

Keziah Thomas, harp and Katherine Bicknell, flute 

llminster Arts Centre, May 2nd. Review by Anthony Pither 


WITH the endless fascination with 
Keziah Thomas's modern harp and the 
golden Galway sound from Katherine 
Bicknell's flute, this recital succeeded 
on several levels. It hardly mattered 
that seven out of the nine works were 
adaptations or arrangements of their 
original instrumentations because the 
playing was almost flawless. 

The players, in turn, engaged the au¬ 
dience with spirited introductions. By 
way of Handel's Harp Concerto in B flat 
and sonatas by William Alwyn (1972) 
and Andy Scott (2002), to Bartok and 
Debussy, they closed with Piazzolla. 
Alwyn and Scott's sonatas were the 
two works specifically written for flute 
and harp, and each offered challenges 
to players and audience alike. Whether 
in the unexpected, vibrant close or 
watery textures of the Alwyn, or the 
special effects on the harp and the jazz 
influences in the Scott, there was no 
doubting the musicians' strength of 
communication. 

Debussy, who led the way out of the 
Romantic era, was represented by Sy¬ 
rinx, an awe-inspiring work for solo 
flute with haunting phrases and espe¬ 


cially the closing bars using the lowest 
notes of the flute's register. 

In the arrangement of Bartok's Suite 
Paysanne Hongroise we admired the 
composer's inventive and occasionally 
disturbing harmonies to a continuous 
series of 14 folk songs. 

Peter Maxwell Davies's Farewell to 
Stromness is remarkable for its com¬ 
pelling and simple melody composed 
within the context of a protest piece 
against plans to mine for uranium near 
the composer's home in Orkney. 

Piazzolla has been very much in 
vogue for several decades. Keziah, in 
particular, demonstrated her fierce in¬ 
volvement in three of the four move¬ 
ments that make up Histoire du Tango, 
in its journey from the roots of the 
dance in the bordello to the world's 
concert halls. 

Maybe Katherine's golden sounds 
were too perfect for the more raw as¬ 
pect of some of the music; and the 
prolonged resonance of Keziah's harp 
muddied the waters of what was, orig¬ 
inally, crisp writing for the piano. 

But for sheer professionalism the 
Ayoma Duo was exemplary. 


SWINGING JAZZ AT ILMINSTER ARTS CENTRE! 


FORMED by Matt Wates some twelve 
years ago, this top London-based sex¬ 
tet will be playing straight ahead 
swinging jazz, along with Latin and a 
bit of Funk, when they appear at 
llminster Arts Centre on Friday, May 
23rd. 

The band has built itself a very high 
reputation and is now one of the UK's 
most sought after outfits. The combi¬ 
nation of two sax's, trumpet and 
rhythm section is a classic one in jazz 
and has appeared many times in the 
last sixty or more years. This sextet is 
of this form and in style resembles 
many of the great small bands of the 
50s and 60s, such as those of Horace 
Silver and Art Blakey. It takes inspira¬ 
tion from the past, without trying to 
replicate, but adds to standards and 
other compositions in a way that 
shows respect to the music we all 
know and love. Also, a good deal of 
the bands repertoire is original, and 


has been written and arranged espe¬ 
cially for it. 

Born in London in 1964, Matt gradu¬ 
ated from Berklee College of Music in 
1988. He has appeared with Bucky 
Pizzarelli, John Colianni, Humphrey 
Lyttelton, Georges Arvanitas, Helen 
Shapiro, Don Weller, Bobby Wellins, 
Dusko Goykovich, Duncan Lamont, 
Ian Shaw, Norma Winstone and Peter 
King. He has recorded with Paz, Road¬ 
side Picnic, Itchy Fingers, NYJO, the 
Michael Garrick Big Band, Sax Appeal 
and Jamie Cullum. Matt won the Ris¬ 
ing Star award in the 1997 BT British 
Jazz Awards, and the Matt Wates Sex¬ 
tet won the Best Small Group award 
in 2001.
